worse than at "Trst reported. The out­ 
rages were evidently organized and 
planned days beforehand, and the pill­ 
age was on a colossal scale. The Ar­ 
menians who escaped were literally left 
naked. 
Lord Salisbury’s speech last Saturday 
at the lord mayor’s dinner has thrown 
the sultan and members of the court 
into a state of panic. Abdul Hamid en­ 
tertains the greatest fears of a declara­ 
tion by the powers extending their 
jurisdiction over a portion of the Turk­ 
ish empire or the calling of a general 
European conference.

Captain Deakin ran the prow of 
his tug deliberately and with hard force 
into the pilot house, for the purpose of 
breaking it, and recovering any bodies 
that might be within. As the timbers 
of this structure and of the wooden cab­ 
in attached to it were shattered, mat­ 
tresses, pillows, and chairs floated out, 
but no bodies. 
For more than an hour the Mutual 
remained in the vicinity, and did not 
leave until it was absolutely certain 
that none of the crew was alive. The 
probabilities are that the Boyle was so 
rapidly turned bottom-side up by the 
enormous waves that the men 
were 
buried under her, and had no chance for 
their lives.

Constantinople, Nov. 14.—A squad­ 
ron of French warships has sailed from 
the Piraeus for Turkish waters, and it 
is stated that an Italian fleet will ren­ 
dezvous with the British fleet within a 
few days. There has been most seri­ 
ous trouble at Caesarea, not far from 
Jerusalem; but no details of the riot­ 
ing there have yet reached this city.

General Master Sovereign Chargee Them 
with Conspiracy. 
Washington, Nov. 14.—The chief pub­ 
lic interest in the 
meeting of 
the 
Knights of Labor today was the ad­ 
dresses of General Master Workman 
Sovereign and General Worthy Fore­ 
man Michael J. Bishop. Much of Mr. 
Sovereign’s address was devoted to the 
alleged treachery of those who headed 
the revolt against the general officers 
of the order during the last year.

upon the Knights of Labor bjr revolt­ 
ing members, but contained little of 
general importance beyond an appeal 
for stronger organization. 


Woman and Child Murdered by 
known Man.

Early in the morning a Mexican 
shepherd discovered bodies of the wom- 
and child lying in some brush about 
three miles northeast of the city. They 
were identified as having

with the so-called Shuler. The chief of 
police called at the hotel, when the man 
was found lying dead upon the bed, 
with a bullet in his heart. Under his 
pillow was found an insurance policy 
for $3,000 and a deed of trust executed 
for property iii East St. Louis. From

name is Kuntz, and that he is from St. 
Louis.

DEER ARE TH ICK IN TH E WOODS 


Hunters Say They Are Veiy Plentiful Till,, 
Year. 
The northern woods are fairly alive 
with deer; Indians and hunters and 
shooting in the thickets, is rather 
a dangerous pastime, because of the 
inexperience of some of the men who 
are carrying 44-calibre Winchester ri­ 
fles through the woods. 
T hat was the 
statem ent th at William Simmons, of 
Belmont, Wis., made to a Gazette re­ 
porter at the St. Paul depot this morn­ 
ing. 
Simmons was on his way home 
from the northern forest, and wore a 
fanciful buckskin suit. 
He is an old- 
time hunter, and had two large bucks 
weighing three hundred pounds each 
to back up his reputation. 
“ I could just as well have killed a 
wagon load,” be said, “ for the woods 
in the vicinity of Clear Crooked Lake 
were fairly alive with deer. 
But the 
Indians are about as thick as the deer 
and they are out for all the meat they 
can get. 
The best hunting regions 
are in the very heart of the present 
Chippewa Resavation.” 
Bunters who are returning from the 
Northern woods report that few sports­ 
men are using dogs there this year, 
owing to the fact that the game war­ 
dens are enforcing the law to the let­ 
ter. 
The Law Is Strict. 
Section 27 of the fish and game 
law prohibits the shipment of deer 
within or out of the state except when 
accompanied by the owner, and then 
not more th a i two carcasses at 
time. 
Railroads 
transporting deer 
under other 
circumstances render 
themselves liable to prosecution. The 
penalty for violation of this law is 
less than $25 or more than 9100. 
The effect of Section 27, Simmons 
said. will be to greatly lessen the 
slaughter of deer, inasmuch as it 
makes impossible any pot-hunting op­ 
erations or killing deer for the market; 
and if a man cannot bring home more 
than two deer, nor sell them on the 
ground 
because 
they cannot be 
shipped any where without the owner 
accompanying each two of them, there 
is no incentive for him to kill more 
two, instead of, as heretofore, 
as 
many as he could get.

I entirely forget the name of the 
cpcra, what it was about and who sang 
iii it, but I know it was the first I ever 
saw—if indeed I can be said to have 
seen it!

The lady had evidently 
thrown off her cloak and had come more 
forward. Her eyes were no longer fixed 
on the stage.

And what different eyes they were 
from those I thought she would possess 
They were soft and veiled by lashes very 
little darker than her hair, winch could 
scarcely be termed golden, it was so 
fair.

She must have been 
seated in the shade when I first saw her 
and had since emerged into the light.
